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The present satisfactory season now being 
played by Reuben Fax, Ib by no means bti 
first succession of characteristic "hits" In 
the different parts assigned to his artistic 
tare. 

Tbla versatile character actor la at present 
one of the principal aupporta In Eleanor 
Ilobaon'a repertory of plays, which she baa 
been putting on from time to time, at the 
Liberty Ihcatre, since the beginning of the 
season. 

No matter what sort of a part, "lean or 
fat," be gets when they're given out. Fax 
works more out of It than originally was 
there. 1Mb Impersonation of Colonel Star- 
bottle, tho would-be courageous old Southern 
warrior, In "Salomy Jane," with his man- 
nerisms and assumption of bravery, Is In- 
imitable. 

With "old man" character lines, and gray 
wigs off, Fax appears tbe young man that 
be really la. Seldom la be recognized on tbe 
street, as are many of his confreres, for 
upon the stage he la usually playing charac- 
ter "old mail" pcrts. So weli knowr. Is he 
In tbla line of work that, not long ago, when 
an old theatregoer In Toronto, bla native 
town, on being told that Fax was making a 
bit In New York, exclaimed : 

"What I Isn't tbat old man Fax dead yet?"

Before Keuben Fax was an actor be was 
a singer, both concert and opera — In tbe lat- 
ter, beginning in tbe chorus. 

He was an earnest worker, determining to 
Bucceed, and at hla start in tbe chorus strict 
attention to work and detail was demanded 
by tbe stage manager. In bla very serious 
way, Fax obeyed literally every direction— 
so exactly, Indeed, tbat bo was the uncon- 
scious meins of spoiling a scene, and finally 
being relegated to the back drop for a time. 

Shortly before a performance, one night, 
one of tho singers became 111. A small bit 
of business In one of bis scenes was to delay 
the crossing of tbe comedian to the opposite 
side of the stage, but finally to permit him 
to proceed. 

To Mr. Fax was given tbla bit for that 
night only. Tbe comedy business of hinder- 
ing tbe comedian was carefully explained to 
him, and Fax bad visions of acting so well 
that his advance would be so rapid that tbe 
chorus would soon lose him. He got back 
Into it, however, for tbe rest of the season. 

After the regular comedy business with 
the comedltui bad been acted, tbe funny man 
tried to finish his scene by getting to the 
other aide ' of tbe stage, away from Fax, 
who was strenuously preventing him. Far 
wouldn't let go, and a scrimmage ensued, 
In which the ambitious chorus man, with bis 
Scotch doggedness, held on. Finally, after 
a minute or more of delay of the scene, the 
curtain was rung down, and the xealouB 
actor called to account. 

"But you told me not to let blm get to 
the other side," explained he to the man- 
ager, "and 1 was bound to follow your In- 
structions to tbe end— that Is, If my strength 
held out." 

* 

Svengall, In that popular play, "Trilby," 
was a character In which Fax waa very suc- 
cessful, some years after he had taken to tbe 
dramatic . atege. He played this part for 
several seaaons, finally touring Australia, 
wltb the same good fortune. 

At one performance In Melbourne, be met 
with an unfortunato accident, that was both 
ludicrous and painful — almost literally "put- 
ling hla nose out of Joint." All who have 
seen tbla far famed play, will remember tbat 
at the end of one act, Svengall, be of tbe 
long, booked putty nose, falls dead, backward 
ovor a table, with his head hanging over, 
facing tue audience. 

At this performance the table bad been 
placed too closo to the footlights. Tbo wrong 
position was unnoticed by the actor until too 
late, when the heavy curtain was descend- 
ing, and almost down. Fax mentally saw 
himself decapitated, but In bis position could 
not move his body unaided. Wltb u last 
thought to escape tbe worst, be bent his 
hanging head further backward. A second 
later and tbe curtain had reached bis face, 
but glanced off, scraping the big putty nose 
from Its anchorage over Fax's own, giving 
that feature a severe and painful turn up- 
ward, from which bo did uut recover for 
several days. 

That wob tliu only lime In his life that 
Fax was glnd he was dead, and not obliged 
to appear again Unit day. 

At another time, during bla four years 
playing of bis famous part, l'osty, In "The 
Bonnie Brier Bush," Fax Buffered another 
unfortunate experience— painful to blm, but 
ludicrously funny to tho others of tbe com- 
pany, until they Dnally understood the nature 
of the accident, 

In 0110 of tbe scenes l'osty baa a little 
scene with the "children" of the play. To 
tbe little girl who Is eating an apple, he 
says : 

"Don't be stingy — give me a bite." 

This lime, In order to tease tho youngster 
who liked this scene particularly because of 
tho luscious applo she always got, Fax opened 
hla inoulb extremely wide, so as to get the 
Inrgcst possible blto out of It. Alas! bis 
apparent greediness was quickly punished, 
for hla loner Jmv dipped out of place and 
locked with a most painful shock. 

In vain he tried to close bis mouth and go 
on with Mb Hues. All ho could do was to 
make absurdly lnurtlciilatc sounds and help- 
lias grimaces, at which the company Joined 
the audience In hilarious laughter. Finally 
the stage munugcr, seeing that something 
waa wrong, rang down the curtain. A doctor 



was quickly sent for, and as soon as Fax's 
Jaw was made to regain Its usual .position, 
the. play .went on. . After tbat time Fax waa 

always on renn never to take inore-fban a 
wee bite of the little girl's- apple. 

'. * ■■■ 

At one time, when "Fax waa singing in 
concert, he had a fine song especially suited 
to his voice. Wltb this he never failed, but 
one sad time, to get an encore, which always 
followed hit effective vocal climax. 

On thie occasion he was doing himself 
proud with the song, and Just before tbe 
final note that be was to hold so long, filling 
the place wltb Its grand resonance and 
power, ho took a deep, long breath, prepara- 
tory to the finale. 

A Utile fly happened to be passing Fax's 
open mouth. Caught by tbe strong current 
of air the singer was pulling Into bis lungs, 
the little fly met his fate, and at the aame 
time settled the fate of Fax's triumphant 
finish that day, for the beautiful last note 
waa never sung. Choked and sputtering, the 
unhappy singer had to hurry from the stage, 
and many minutes passed before tbe small 
cause of a big and painful annoyance could 
be removed.

Victor V. Vass, tbe vaudeville performer 
of whistling specialties, proudly declares tbat 
he la tbe .only variety man who has ever had 
the honor to dreaa In the aame room with 
the late Henry Irving. 

Vass was on tbe bill at tbe Broadway The- 
atre, In 1890, at a benefit performance for 
the Actors' Fund. Arriving late, be found 
no room assigned to blm, so knocked on tbe 
door of the nearest dressing room. A gruff 
voice bade him "enter," and on opening the 
door Vass discovered the occupant to be tbe 
eminent Englishman. Turning hastily, In- 
tending tn leave, he apologized for Intruding, 
explaining, at the same time, that he had no 
place to dress. 

"I'd be pleased to share my room with 
yon, and especially so on this grand occa- 
sion," said Mr. Irving. 

Somewhat embarrassed, Vass accepted tbe 
Invitation, and began to get ready for his 
turn. Unfortunately, he bad forgotten his 
grease paint, and Mr. Irving offered some of 
his own special preparation. Vass carefully 
saved as much of this as possible, and 
wrapped It safely In his dressing case. While 
dressing, the most prominent actor In the 
land chatted genially on equal terms with 
the variety man, making kind Inquiries about 
his work In tbe vaudeville field. 

Later, after Vass' turn, be ran Into the 
tiagcdlnn In the wings, and was warmly 
complimented on his work, and at tbe same 
time tbe actor expressed the hope tbat his 
fifteen minute sketch, "Waterloo," would 
please tbe audience as well as Vass' whistling 
act. 

A week later the whlatler was putting on 
his paint for his turn at one of the "con- 
tinuous" houses. To his two companions In 
the dressing room be, In an off-hand sort of 
way, remarked : 

"It la not everybody that can use Henry 
Irving' s specially prepared grease paint, as 
I'm doing." 

"Llste.i to the whistler I" exclaimed one of 
the performers, "1 wonder what brand he's 
smoking!"

George R, Ask- 
wllli. nail having requested the Hoard «f 
Trade to rnnltrm such reference, nnd Hie 
Board of Trade having formerly appointed 
the miderslttiied to act ns arbitrator, ami the 
parlies hnvlng requested mo to Issue Imme- 
diately an Interim award upon certain mat- 
ters necessarv lo bo determined before the 
hearing of questions of wages and, other mat- 
ters In dispute.

"You should uphold your dignity as star, 
and not be seen talking so familiarly with 
members of your company. I never speak to 
tnw company." 

"Is that so?" an Id "Willie," quickly adding, 
"well, I saw you and your company the other 
day at tbo professional matinee — and I don't 
blame you. They're awful 1" 

Most actor folk develop egotism with their 
success, nor are they entirely to be criti- 
cised for It, especially where the success Is 
well merited Two of these, who have made 
llroadway bits la their particular linos and 
deserve the right to a certain amount of con- 
ceit, met not long ago at one ot the clubs.

Conlan was In 
a big hurry to get up town and back again 
for the afternoon rehearsal, and in hla haste 
grabbed, by mistake, the overcoat of another 
member, Scott Cooper, and putting it on, 
boarded a car. 

Soon discovering bis mlstske, he was much 
perturbed. But this annoyance was nothing 
compared to that which followed a few min- 
utes Inter. As he was about to pass from 
tbe car, a young woman exclaimed : 

"You've dropped something, sir!" and 
pointed to a fine pair of gold rimmed spec- 
tacles that lay at his feet. His first thought 
was tbat tbey belonged to bis friend Cooper, 
and bad slipped from the pocket of the un- 
intentionally borrowed overcoat.

over. The girl waa pointed out to me. She 
certainly had the appearance of one who 
would do almoat any sort of a rash act 
' Aftei the Drat part of the show waa over 
I approached the girl, who seemed bent on 
furnishing copy for the papers, and began 
a conversation with her, finally merging It 
into personal questions, i asked what her 
troublea were, and she poured forth a multi- 
tude of them, and declared her intention to 
die. I further Inquired If she had parents 
or a home — any friends or money. To all 
I received a negative reply. I then told her 
that If aba persisted in doing away with 
herself she would have to go to the rotter's 
I'leld, unless the company would bury her. 
At this Information ahe simply reiterated her 
wish to die, and ber utter carelessness of tbe 
consequence. 

"As a member of the Antl-Sulclde Society, 
I went to work on ber case, seeking to 
change, by some means, her mental attitude.

Unitkii States Circuit Court or Appeals, 
Second District. 

This cause comes here upon appeal from 
a decree of the Circuit Court, Southern 
District of New York, dismissing a bill in 
equity for Infringement of a patent. The 
patent is Re-Issue No. 12,037, dated Sept. 30, 
1002, original No. 580,100 (Aug. 81, 1897), 
to Thomas A. Edison, for a klnetoscope. The 
opinion below wilt be found in 144 F. It. 121. 

The original patent was before this count 
In a mlt by the same complainant against 
tbe mill' defendant, reported 114 F. R. 026.

In the prior suit tbe Circuit Court sua- 
tnlnail claims 1. 2, 8 and 6, and those only 
came Li lore this court upon the appeal. It 
was held that tbe patentee was not entitled to 
such broad claims, the decree of the Circuit 
Court wr.s reversed and the bill dismissed. 
Thereupon the patentee applied for and ob- 
tained a reissue. In two patents, one of 
winch Is now sued upon.

The film Is drawn from one of the reels on
